FLEXIBILITY on how to 
spend money on 
helping three- and 
four-year-olds has been 
welcomed by 
education workers. 

Nurseries will get £300 
for every child of that age 
who is from a low-income 
family from the new Early 
Years Pupil Premium.

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Care homes gets 
the green light 

■ A CARE home with 80 bedrooms 
is set to be built alongside 16 homes 
in Chipping Norton after it was 
granted planning permission on 
Monday. Oxfordshire County 
Council applied to West Oxfordshire 
District Council for planning 
permission to create the facility on 
land at Rockhill Farm in London 
Road. Planning officers 
recommended the development for 
approval and the district council's 
uplands area planning sub¬ 
committee approved it.

Powell, 
who has repaid the money, received 
a curfew order which stops him 
from leaving his house until 
October 22 between 6pm and 
midnight. He was given an 
electronic tag to monitor his 
movements and ordered to pay £85 
costs and a £60 victim surcharge. 

Wild boar barn 

■ A BARN for wild boar is set to be 
built in Church Enstone despite 
concerns over "dangerous animals" 
being too close to the village. West 
Oxfordshire District Council's 
uplands area planning sub-committee 
approved the planning application by 
Stephen Lawson to build in Cling 
Clang Farm, Church Enstone, on 
Monday. The barn will be used to 
store hay and straw, as well as for 
holding wild boar livestock before 
they are slaughtered. 


■ 'Lego-style' product 
that is revolutionising 
genetic research 



Lab that 
makes 
'bolt-on | 
DNA' A 


WITH an idea that emerged from 
the depths of frustration whilst 
studying for his doctorate, Ryan 
Cawood has built a successful 
north Oxfordshire business that 
has already helped hundreds of 
research scientists worldwide 

It focuses on the provision of a 
"one-stop-shop"' for standard DNA 
components in an "'easy to clone'" 
format. 

Founded in 2011, Oxford Genetics 
initially benefited from a Government 
grant awarded to the company to 
expand Dr Cawood's concept and take 
on his first employee. 

Just three years later, the company 
has grown to a team of five 
experienced genetic engineers based at 
the Cherwell Innovation Centre in 
Upper Heyford and has developed a 
technology known as SnapFastTM, 
which is widely used for biological 
research. 

Dr Cawood said: "Genetic 
engineering is extremely important for 
research and is used in thousands of 
laboratories around the world, yet 
cloning strategies for many of the 
popular DNA components are not 
standardised. 

"Our aim at Oxford Genetics was to 
engineer a DNA plasmid (small

molecule) system that could 
accommodate most of the functional 
DNA that a researcher might require 
within a single plasmid." 

Based on personal experience 
gained during his research into a 
possible cancer vaccine, Dr Cawood 
created the concept for SnapFastTM. 

He said: "We have essentially 
created 'Lego for DNA' to simplify the 
purchasing of synthetic DNA 
molecules for researchers. 

"Previously, researchers would have 
spent hours in the lab trawling through 
catalogues and the Internet to find the 
right components from a multitude of 
providers. 

"This laborious process can be 
similar to trying to match Lego to 
Meccano. It causes significant 
problems because firstly you have to fit 
them together and then you have to 
discover who owns the patents for the 
DNA you are using." 

He added: "During the process of 
developing clinical products, there is 
often a lot of wasted time when having 
to start the process all over again 
because of patent infringements and 
material ownership.

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Fire service prepares 


OXFORDSHIRE Fire and Rescue 
Service has said it will be able to 
cope with the latest eight-day strike 
- due to start today. 

The Fire Brigades Union, which is 
planning to strike today, from 10am 
to 7pm, said it would also take 
industrial action for up to four hours 
each day between Monday, and 
Monday, July 21. 

Next week this would be from 
6am to 8am and 5pm to 7pm. 

It is part of the long-running row 
with the Government over pension 
reforms, which the FBU said would 
see firefighters paying more, 


working longer and receiving less 
money. 

Oxfordshire's chief fire officer 
David Etheridge said the fire service 
had cover in place for the 14 
previous strikes since September 
and had contingency plans for 
today's action. 

During the last two strikes, on 
Thursday, June 12, and Saturday, 
June 21, it was able to use 19 of its 
34 fire engines. 

Mr Etheridge said: "As has 
happened when recent national 
strike periods had been called, 
myself and my senior management

Abandoned filly 
survives ordeal 


A STARVING, abandoned horse 
found near Banbury is looking for 
a new home after making an 
"incredible" recovery. 

Nine-month-old Magpie was found 
collapsed in a field in March 2013 
alongside a pregnant pony. 

Both were riddled with lice and 
worms and were emaciated. 

But now, after six months of 
treatment, the piebald filly has 
returned to full health and is looking 
for a new home. 

RSPCA Inspector Doug Davidson 
said: "The ponies were both starving. 
They simply did not have enough to 
eat. 

"The filly Magpie was so emaciated 
she was in a state of collapse. She was 
literally at death's door. 

"The vet did not think she was 
going to survive. It took her six 
months and a lot of love and care to 
recover. 

"She had an appalling start to her 
short life but now she's the picture of 
health and is looking for a new 
home."

expected to grow to 13.2 hands. 

Claudia Corner, RSPCA equine 
rehoming officer, said: "Magpie has 
fought against all the odds to be able 
to continue her life, which she has a 
real zest for. She is a stunning mare 
with real presence." 

The pregnant mare Magpie was 
found with also survived and gave 
birth to a healthy filly. 

Checks by a vet showed she was 
microchipped, called Dazzle, and had 
been stolen from her owner six years 
before. 

Her previous owner was delighted 
to be reunited with Dazzle and her 
new foal. 

Magpie is currently being cared for 
by a fosterer near Nottingham. 

She has been passported, 
microchipped and is vaccinated 
against tetanus. 

Magpie's owner pleaded guilty to 
three animal welfare charges. 

He was disqualified from keeping 
animals for five years, given an 18-

month conditional discharge and was 
ordered to pay court costs. 

There is no suggestion he knew that 
Dazzle was stolen.

The organisation blames the falling 
price of the animals and an increase 
in feed and care costs.

A COMMUNITY shop has been awarded 
for its dedication to helping the 
environment. 

Tackley Village Shop, in Medcroft Road, won 
the better environment category of the Plunkett 
Foundation's UK Rural Community Ownership 
Awards, which celebrate community groups 
delivering services in their area. 

The shop, celebrating its tenth anniversary this 
year, was recognised after stocking shelves with 
local produce, using energy from solar panels and 
ground source heating, and encouraging 100 
homes in the village to sign up for energy audits. 

Director Barbara Vaughan said: "It was a nice 
tenth birthday present. I was completely taken 
aback. I was surprised and delighted for the

village. Even after all these years we still get 
tremendous support from the community." 

A group of residents decided to set up the shop 
about 15 years ago after two other shops and a 
pub had closed down. They spent four years 
raising £400,000 to create the shop and refurbish 
the adjoining village hall. 

There are now about 50 volunteers who work 
in the shop and in other services such as 
deliveries and administration work. 

More than 100 people use the shop each day 
and It has a weekly turnover of more than £4,000, 
with any profits being donated to community 


projects, including installing benches and a new 
village play area. 

The shop worked alongside the village hall, St 
Nicholas' Church and Tackley Methodist Church 
four years ago to secure a £150,000 grant from 
the British Gas Green Streets scheme, which helps 
communities save money through cutting energy 
use. 

All four buildings use energy from solar panels 
fitted on the village hall roof, while the shop also 
uses underground pipes to provide natural 
heating. 

About 25 per cent of households signed up for 
the project, which monitors fuel consumption and 
makes environmental modifications to homes. 

Mrs Vaughan said: "We very much try to 


minimise our waste and encourage people by 
keeping our products reasonably priced so they 
use us rather than driving five or six miles away to 
big supermarkets. 

"By supporting local produce, including eggs, 
meat and vegetables, it also cuts down on the 
number of miles travelled to transport food." 

The Plunkett Foundation, which supports rural 
community enterprises, handed out six awards to 
shops and pubs across the country. 

Spokesman James Alcock said: "Tackley 
community shop represents a fantastic example of 
community enterprise. Their award nomination 
clearly demonstrated a community shop at the top 
of its game. We wish them every success for the 
future."

A WATCHDOG boss, who quit 
because of “hostile” board 
members, has praised the group 
in its first annual report. 

Larry Sanders said 
Healthwatch Oxfordshire was 
standing up for patients and 
tackling difficult issues. 

He quit last month after ten 
months in the post because he 
said “hostility” from two board 
members had “made it quite 
unpleasant”. 

He praised the group in his 
foreword to its first annual 
report, for the 12 months from 
April 1, 2013, the start date for 
national Healthwatch groups. 

The former Green Party 
member on Oxfordshire County 
Council said: “Healthwatch 
Oxfordshire is increasingly being 
recognised both as a reliable 
source of information and also 
an effective and independent 
champion.” 

He said it was “not afraid of 
challenging the status quo or 
tackling head-on some of the 
difficult health and social care 
issues facing people living in 
Oxfordshire”. 

The group’s areas of work 
include a patient survey on GP 
access, setting up representative 
groups for care homes and 
encouraging whistleblowers to 
come forward.

spending. This included £2,980 
to Oxfordshire Family Support 
Network for a study into 
experiences of people with 
learning disabilities. 

Board members started in 
August after Oxfordshire County 
Council delays finding an 
organisation to run it. 

The next month two quit 
because of the demands of the 
role, along with £40,000-a-year 
director Rosalind Pearce, who 
cited personal reasons.

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Making a bee-line to help endangered insects 


OXFORDSHIRE County 
Council has agreed to work 
with groups around the county 
to help save its bee 
population. 

Green county councillor 
David Williams tabled a motion 
calling for action in the face of 


the UK’s declining bee 
colonies, with a 60 per cent 
drop over the last ten years. 

He said: “About 80 per cent 
of our food is pollinated by 
bees and if our bee population 
dies out, its effect will be 
catastrophic. We have got to 


do something because if we 
don’t have the bees it will have 
an impact on food prices.” 

The county council voted in 
favour of protecting bees in its 
green spaces and empowering 
its officers to co-ordinate 
interest groups to seek 


funding for bee-related 
projects. 

Council officials will also 
encourage the use of bee 
hives on municipal land and 
encourage schools to educate 
children about the relationship 
between bees and biodiversity. 


County council could be 



the sole authority 


THE leader of Oxfordshire County 
Council thinks the county should go 
it alone. 

Speaking at a meeting of the full 
council, Ian Hudspeth claimed 
Oxfordshire should be governed by a 
unitary authority. 

At the moment some services are 
run by the county council and others 
by one of the five district councils. 

Oxford City Council previously 
attempted to become a unitary 
authority in 2003 and earlier this 
year city council leader Bob Price 
said the Adonis Report - produced 
by the Labour Party - could bring 
about local government 
reorganisation after next year’s 
General Election - if the party wins. 

But Mr Hudspeth has disputed Mr 
Price’s claims that Oxford should 
run itself and said it would make 
more sense for Oxfordshire to 
become a completely self-governing 
entity. 

He said: “Rather than the fiddling 
around with boundaries, I 
understand the report by Lord 
Adonis which suggests that local 
government should be based on 
viable economic areas, similar to the 
local enterprise partnerships. 

“If there were to be a 
reorganisation, then we have to 
remember that the county council 
delivers 75 per cent of local 
government services within 
Oxfordshire. 

“That means we could have one 
social services department, one 
highways department, one library 
service, one children’s service, one

trading standards service, one fire 
service, one registration service - 
the list goes on. 

“If we were to have one unitary 
authority, then we would only 
require one of each department. 

“I’m sure if I knocked on the doors 
of the residents of Oxfordshire and 
told them I had a plan to get rid of 
five chief executive officers and over 
200 councillors, that would save 
them around £2m every year, along 
with other savings that could be 
better used to protect and provide 
the services they value, they would 
tell me to get on with the job. 

“Perhaps what we need to do is 
establish all the costs, then have a 
debate.” 

But Mr Hudspeth said the 
Government was not approving local 
government reorganisations in this 
Parliament, so no action could be 
taken before the General Election 
next year. 

Oxfordshire’s current political set¬ 
up dates back to 1972, when the so- 
called “two-tier” system was 
established. Before then, Oxford and 
Oxfordshire ran themselves 
independently of each other. 

Under the two-tier system, the 
county’s five district councils are 
responsible for planning, licensing, 
housing and waste collection, while 
the county council is responsible for 
transport, children’s services, 
education and social care. 

Banbury MP Sir Tony Baldry said: 


“I think the present two-tier 
structure works perfectly 
well for Oxfordshire. 

“It enables those decisions 
that can most effectively be 
taken locally, through district 
councils such as Cherwell, 
and enables those matters 
that need to be decided more 
widely and strategically to be 
dealt with county wide by the 
county council. 

“A unitary city and an 
otherwise unitary 
county would 
effectively be taking 
us back to where we 
were pre-1972. 

“Oxfordshire 
should be moving 
forwards and not 
backwards.”

Creator Brendan O'Carroll cast 
relatives and friends in supporting 
roles, ensuring the programme was 
a true family affair. 

Critics may have been unkind but 
the series gained an ardent 
following. 

The 2013 festive special topped 
ratings on Christmas Day, trumping 
Doctor Who. 

Now, Agnes and her 
dysfunctional kin stampede the big 
screen under the direction of Ben 
Kellett. 

Lord help anyone who gets in her 
way! 

Agnes proudly runs a fruit and 
vegetable stall in Moore Street 
Market, which has been passed 
down through the family for 
generations. 

The foul-mouthed harridan hopes 
her daughter, Cathy (Jennifer 
Gibney), will take up the mantle but 
a dastardly developer, PR Irwin 
(Dermot Crowley), intervenes with 
plans to bulldoze the site. 

"They won't take me without a 


fight, whoever they are," Agnes tells 
Fat Annie (June Rodgers). 

Unfortunately, Agnes has a 3.8m 
Euro tax bill to settle, stretching 
back to her grandmother's time. 

Aided by Cathy, her sons Mark 
(Pat Shields), Rory (Rory Cowan) 
and Dermot (Paddy Houlihan), and 
next-door neighbour Winnie (Eilish 
O'Carroll), Agnes resolves to take 
on the Irish establishment and give 
it a good spanking. 

Dermot's best friend Buster Brady 
(Danny O'Carroll), bumbling lawyer 
Tom Crews (Simon Delaney) and a 
well-to-do barrister called Maydo 
Archer (Robert Bathurst), who is 
prone to stress-related Tourette 
syndrome, pledge their support to 
Agnes's seemingly hopeless cause. 

Mrs Brown's Boys D'Movie opens 
with a fire safety announcement 
from the eponymous matriarch "in 
case we have to ejaculate de 
building". 

This sets the crude tone for the 
next 94 minutes. 

Punchlines are depressingly 
predictable and the absence of a 
laughter track from a live studio 
audience exposes the script's dearth 
of gags and imagination. 

O'Carroll evidently subscribes to 
the mantra: if it isn't funny on the 
page, add some profanities. 

While Spike Lee and Quentin 
Tarantino would probably doff their 
baseball caps to this slurry of 
gratuitous expletives, repeated uses 
of cuss words for desperate laughs 
becomes wearying. 

Aside from the large-scale 
musical numbers that bookmark the 
haphazard narrative and a 
pointlessly protracted chase 
sequence, the film has no obvious

Banbury back on top 


ASHLEY Blanchard claimed a 
five-wicket haul as Banbury 
returned to the top of Division 1 
in the Serious Cricket Home 
Counties Premier League, after a 
nervy three-wicket success at 
Harefield. 

Bowlers were on top in a tight clash 
that saw only two batsmen score more 
than 20, one from each side. 

But Blanchard's unchanged spell of 
5-51 off 19.4 overs proved crucial as 
Banbury dismissed their hosts for 11 6 
in the 40th over.
